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ECONOMIC STATUS — 
AT HIGH LEVEL 


Commerce Secretary 
Optimistic in First 
Congress Report 


By FRANCIS P. DAILY 


Washington, Nov. 29.—“The vol- 
ume of production and consump- 
tien for the fiscal year 1927-28 
as a whole and the physical 
quantity of experts and imports 
were very large, unemployment 
was relatively unimportant, and 
the rate of real wages and the 
standard of living by the masses 
of the people remained higher 
than anywhere else in the world.” 
In these words, Secretary of Com- 

merce William F. Whiting, in his 
first annual report to Congress, 
summarizes the continued high 
economic activity which has been 
characteristic of American industry 
during recent years. 

He points out that at the close of 
the fiscal year business in nearly 
all branches “was on a level rarely, 
if ever. attained,’ adding that the 
general index of manufacturing pro- | 
duction, perhaps the most compre- | 
hensive measure of business condi- 
tiens. was higher than in any fiscal 
year before 1926. | 

‘Indeed, the first half of the cal- 
endar year 1928,” Secretary Whiting | 
asserts, “taken as a whole, showed | 
greater production in our factories; 
than any corresponding period 
theretofore.” 

Discussing the general wholesale 
price index, the secretary declares 
that “a great proportion, if not the 
majority, of American families are 
as much concerned with the prices 
cf motor cars, gasoline and radio 
apparatus as with the prices of 
wheat, meat, cotton and other basic 
and staple articles.” 

The price movement of the more} 
elaborated commodities, according | 
to Mr. Whiting, is often quite dif-| 
ferent from that of the less ad-| 
vanced commodities. 

“Many of them are of recent in- 
troduction, and by reason of im- 
provements in producing them,” the 
secretary says, “their cost of pro- 
duction is likely to tend downward. | 
Some of the articles added to gen- 
era] price index are lower in price 
at present than 15 or 20 years!

The 
dealers generally will not have dis- 
play cars until December 29, bui all 
of them have been equipped with 
full color illustrations of the cars, 
literature and all types of informa- 
tion.

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“The Fight on Toll Bridges 


HEN the next Congress convenes, the United States 
Bureau of Public Roads, state highway officials and 
automotive organizations wil] begin a relentless fight to 


— 


end the toll bridge menace, which has assumed serious pro- | 


portions during the past few years. At the present time 
there are 191 toll bridges operating on main traveled high- 
ways, twenty more are under construction and forty-three 
permits for building such structures are outstanding. 

At a recent meeting of the Association of State High- 
way Officials, representatives of forty-five states went 
on record as being unalterably opposed to the toll bridge 
idea. The fight against this menace deserves the earnest 
support of all automotive bodies. 

The recent recrudescence of toll bridges has been made 
possible by difficulty in some states of financing bridge con- 
struction to the extent needed. Kentucky, for imstance, 
recently found that it would take $30,000,000 to build the 
bridges actually needed for traffic. 
the state has authorized bond issues for bridge building. 
The bridges are to be operated as tol] structures, the fees 
collected being used to meet the interest and pay off the 
bonds. As soon as the issues are retired, the bridges will 
become the property of the people. This would seem to be 
a sensible method of handling a difficult situation.

A New Source of Rubber 


EW Americans have ever heard of the. tung tree, which 


flourishes in China, and yet there is a possibility that | 


it may some day give us a home-grown source of rubber 
supply that may be of very real importance. 

Some years ago the Department of Agriculture made 
some experiments in the growing of tung trees in this coun- 
try. Following this, T. Morris Carnegie planted an exten- 
sive grove of these trees on his Florida estate and this year 
the trees have reached maturity and have yielded a crop 
of the nuts, from which the oi] is derived. The tung nut 
oi] at the present time used for making waterproof 
paints, varnishes and compounds for insulation of dynamos, 
cables, etc. 

Tung trees yield at maturity from 400 to 1,800 pounds 
of oi] per acre. It is possible that further experimentation 
may prove the oil capable of being transformed into a 
higher type of rubber than now seems possible. But even 
at the present stage of the game, it is evident that the tung 
oil is satisfactory as a rubber substitute for various pur- 
poses, thus releasing crude rubber for tire making and 
similar uses.
